ATHENS, Nov. 21.—Greece and 
Turkey heve agreed to establish 
a joint commission on the legal 
aspects of their dispute over the 
Aegean Sea, which came close 
to war last summer, It was an- 
nounced here yesterday. 

The Greek government pub- 
Ushed a 10-polnt agreement to 
look into conflicting territorial 
and mineral claims in the sea, 
The Turks inaist that the two 
Bations must share the Aegean's 
continental shelf and the Greeks 
insist that Greek islands close 
to the Turkiah coasti make the 
sea, in effect, a Greek lake. 

‘The possibility that oil may Lie 
under the sea has sharpened the 
dispute. The Turks last summer 
sent a seismic research ship into 
waters claimed by Greece, pro- 
voking the most serious crisis 
between the two nations since 
the ‘Turkish Army invaded 
Cyprus in 1974. 

The new agreement, reached 
Nov. 11 in Bern, does not cover 
matters of substance. But it does 
appear to defuse the issue by 
referring it to legal experts,

Kissinger Gives Long Briefing 
On Foreign Policy to Carter

PLAINS, Ga., Nov, 21 (NYT!.— 
President-elect Jimmy Carter re- 
ceived a foreign policy briefing 
yesterday from Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger, then assured 
other nations that “there will be 
@ very smooth and orderly transi- 
tion” from the Ford administra- 
tion to the Carter administration. 

Mr, Carter, who was frequently 
critical of Mr. Kissinger during 
the past election campaign, re- 
ferred to the secretary yesterday 
as “my good friend” and said the 
briefing had been “a very helpful 
¢hing—a very good occasion." 


‘Peace and Progress’ 


“There is τὸ incompatibility 
among us,” the President-elect 
declared when he and Mr. Kis- 
singer appeared before newsmen 
during a midday break in their 
six-hour meeting. Later he took 
the secretary on 8 tour of Plains, 
and told him, as tourists surged 
around: “You've put Plains on 
the map.”

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Syrians Go 
Into Poris 
Of Tripoli 
And Sidon

BEIRUT. Nov. 21 «NYT).—The 

Syrian Army completed what ts 
expected to be the final phase 
of ifs occupation operation in 
Lebanon today, taking control of 
the c¢ltles of Tripoll and Sidon 
and the highways leading ‘rom 
Beirut to the two Mediterranean 
port cities. There was no re- 
sistance, 
With the control of Sidon. 55 
miles south of the capital. and 
Tripoli, 60 miles north, the Sy- 
rlanr acting eas the deterrent 
force designated by Arab nations 
to end the 19-month civil war, 
now dominate th2 country ex- 
cept for a strip of land roughly 
15 miles wide along the Israeli 
border in southern Lebanon. 

Althcugh civilians a: 
tinlan guermllas in che 7 
of Tyre, 15 oules 
Isracli border, sald Ὁ 
pected the Syrians ta arrive, thes 
had net by midafternucn, stop- 
ped their advance about three 
niles south of Sidon at the oil 
refinery near the town of Zah- 
rani, 

The conspicuous absence of 
Syrinns in Tyre today was vux- 
plained by the commander of 
the Palestinian guerrillas in the 
ancient port. The commander, 
Abou Kiwan, sald he had been 
told the Syrians were coming, 
as well as a contingent of 
the Syrian-dominated Palestinian 
guerrilla group called us-Saida. 

The commander, in 2 bullding 
with a commanding view of the 
port guarded by guerrillas with 
heavy machine guns, said that 
he thought few regular Syrian 
troops would come to Tyre he- 
cause of its closeness to the Is- 
raeli border. 

The commander said that be 
thought the "red line” that Israe! 
has insisted Syrian troops riust 
not cross in Lebanon was at a 
bridge crossing the Litani River 
about three miles north of Tyre, 
18 miles north of Israel. 

The guerrilla chief acknowl- 
edged that the Syrian absence 
left Christian rightist militiamen 
in control of a military security 
zone along most of the south- 
ern border, effectively separating 
the Palestinian guerrillas, now 
returning to the south, from the 
Israelis, There is 3 gap in the 
security zone of about 10 miles 
that is generally controlled by 
the guerrillas and leftist Leb- 
anese forces. 

Asked how the guerrillas ex- 
pected to resume raids across the 
border against the Israels while 
they are generally blocked on the 
south by the Lebanese rightists 
and controlled in the north by the 
Syrians, the commander said “that 
is up to Abou Amar," referring to 
Yassir Arafat, the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organization leader, by 
his nom de guerre. 

Neither Israel nor Syria, as the 
occupation force representative of 
the other major Arab nations, is 
believed to want a military con- 
flict along the Lebanese-Israell 
border, as sentiment increases in 
Arab and Western capitals and 
ic Moscow for a reconvening of 
the Geneva conference to seek aD 
overall Middle East settlement. 

In Lebanon, leftist leader Ka- 
mal Jumblat, whose militia was 
severely beaten by the Syrians 
in battles several weeks ago, has 
said that if Syria does not occupy 
southern Lebanon, the Jumblat 
forces will consider doing 50. 
These forces were nowhere cvi- 
dent in the area between Sidon 
and Tyre today. 

Western newsmen said the Sy- 
rian entry to Tripol, where leftist 
and Palestinian forces had been 
surrounded for eight months by 
the rightist militiamen who con- 
trol the surrounding countryside.

Students Show 


a High Degree 


Of Control Over Soweto Life

JOHANNESBURG, Noy. 51 
(N¥T).—An elusive student group 
born amid the flames and gun- 
fire of Soweto has emerged as 
the single most powerful group 
In that township—seve for the 
police, who are busy jailing most 
of the student activists they find. 

While the government reviews 
ways of giving blacks more con- 
trol over their own communities, 
the student body—known as the 
Soweto Students’ Representative 
Council—has become almost a 
shadow government in the sprawl- 
ing enclave. 

Recently, after months of close 
involvement in the anti-apartheid 
disorders that have ‘killed more 
than 200 Soweto residents since 
June, the student group declared 
ἃ period of mourning for the rest 
cf the year. 

In ἃ community of more than 
Ὁ million persons, many of them 
hardened by the bloodshed ard 
destruction, it was fer from clear 
that an edict issued by a group 
of school students—many still in 
their teens, the oldest about 25— 
would have much impact. 

Remarkable Respect 

However, the results have been 
an impressive demonstration of 
the power the students wield. 
Whether out of fear of retribu- 
tion or sympathy for the stu- 
dents’ aims, township residents 
have shawn a remarkable respect 
for their decisions. 

A call for a weeklong work 
boycott earlier this month failed. 
with most of the township's 
320,000 commuters to the city 
defying strike pamphlets circulat- 
ed by the student group. Many 
said they couldn't afford to lose 
the pay. 

In other respects, the students 
prevailed. At their behest, no 
taxis ran for a week. ‘The town- 
ship's shebeens. or illegal bars, 
closed indefinitely when the stu- 
dents accused their owners of 
perpetuating the subjugation of 
blacks, 

The students also decreed 
against Christmas shopping, 
cards, presents. parties and deliv- 
erjes of luxury goods from Johan- 
uesburg'’s white-owned stores. 

They also barred sports events, 
which sre enormously popular in 
the township. After three weeks, 
a number of professional soccer

teams, anxious to complete their 
schedule, sought permission to 
resume weekend play. 

Last week, the student group, 
communicating its decisions 
through the press, sent word that 
the soccer was okay. Gilbert 
Sekhabl, director of the Kaiser 
Chiefs, a team thst is bidding 
for the nationa] championship, 
said: 

“We are grateful to the students 
for salvaging us from a bad year 
and financial ruin.” 

At earlier stages of the five- 
month-old upheaval, the govern- 
ment concentrated on rounding 
up adherents of okier established 
black groups, appareatly believing 
that they were at the heart of 
the trouble. But now, with 
hundreds already in jail, the focus 
has switched to the students. 

For the iast two weeks, security 
police have been combing the 
black townships in the Johan- 
nesburg area, seizing scores of 
students from homes and class- 
Tooms, and off the strects, Hun- 
dreds of young persons have gone 
into hiding, and at least 600 have 
fled across the border into 
neighboring Botswans and Swazi- 
land. 

'The new police chief in Soweto, 
Brig. Jan Visser, has insisted that 
the roundup is aimed at crim- 
inals, and is not politically mo- 
tivated. 

Meanwhile, police have said 
they are eager to talk to the 
new leader of the students’ coun- 
cil, Khotso, Seatloho, 18 Mr. 
Seatloho, whose first name trans- 
lates roughly as “peace,” suc- 
ceeded the first president of the 
group, Tsiets! Mashinini, 19, who 
fled to Botswana, and then to 
Britain, at the belgnt of the dis- 
turbances, 

Mr. Seatloho, like many adher- 
ents of the student group. is 
lying ον, Brig. Visser has urged 
him to join in discussions aimed 
at returning .ife in the township 
to normal, but the student leader 
bas told the police command, 
through messages in the press, 
that there can be no talks until 
all students are released. 

Mr, Seatioho, in interviews, has 
insisted that he is committed to 
nonviolent change, citing the Rev. 
Dr. Martin Luther King jr. as a 
model. 


Brezhnev Going to Romania 


In Flurry of Bloc Diplomacy

MOSCOW. Nov, 21 (WP),—So- 
viet Communist party leader 
Leonid Brezhnev. who has just 
returned from Yugoslavia, travels 
to Bucharest this week for talks 
with Romanian leaders followed 
by a summit meeting of the War- 
saw Pact. the first in 2 1/2 years. 


The rush of activity appears to 
reflect Kremlin interest in solidi- 
fying long-standing ties in East- 
ern Europe rather than marking 
some major new initiative, ana- 
tysts believe. 

The Belgrade visit last week 
was essentially a reaffirmation 
of the status quo in Soviet- 
Yugoslar relations, acknowledg- 
ing again Marshal Tito's right 
to go his own way. Nonetheless, 
given the record of strain be- 
tween the two countries, the im- 
petus provided by successful sum- 
mit talks always seems to im- 
prove the tone of ties~even 
though it does not alter them 
structurally. 

The talks with Romanian party 
chief Nicolae Ceausescu, which 
Start tomorrow, may well provide 
the one substantive shift during 
the current round of consulta- 
tions. After successfully assert- 
Ing its differences with Moscow 
in the negotiations preceding the 
Helsinkt security conference sum- 
mit meeting last year and the 
East Berlin gathering of the 
heads of European Communist 
partles last summer, Romania 
seems to be emphasizing its So- 
viet connections again. 


Zig-Zag Course 


Rather than a fimdamental 
overhaul of national policy, ana- 
Iysts believe that ALY. Ceausescu 
is continuing to pursue the zig- 
rag course of diplomacy among 
the Eastern. Western and Third 
World countries that has given 
Romania {ts special place on the 
international scene. 

Welcoming Mr, Brezhnev to 
Bucharest and following up the 
visit with the first Warsaw Pact 
Summut meeting there in 10 years

O.S.-Romania Trade Pact 


BUCHAREST, Nov. 21 (AP).— 
U.S. Secretary of Commerce El- 
ἰοὺ Richardson today signed a 
10-year trade pact with Romania 
The accord is described as the 
broadest agreement of its kind 
between the United States and 
an Eastern European country, in- 
cluding the Soviet Union. 

“It's what we diplomats call 
an enabling document,” a spokes- 
men for the U.S. Embassy said. 
“It's committing neither side to 
anything, but it has language 
that is encouraging. It is a 
framework within which trade 
can grow.” 

The document was signed 
the eve of Mr. Brezhnev's first 
visit to Romania since 1966. The 
embassy spokesman said the tin 
ing of Mr. Richardson's visit was 
coincidental,

U.S. Held Displeased by Projects 


Jamaica’s Cuban Link Yields Repercussions 


KINGSTON, Jamaica, Nov. 21 
\OPI).—A group of Cuban agri- 
cultural engineers recently pre- 
sente dthe Jamaican government 
with six small dams, built by 
Jamaican workers under Cuban 
supervision, as a first step in 
combatting summer droughta. 

‘The “microdam" project, with 
Cuban-trained Jameicans sched- 
uled to build 228 dams over the 
next four years, is only one as- 
pect of a many-sided agreement 
between Havana and Kingston 
involying exchange programs in 
trade, education, health care, 
construction and tourism. 

The agreement, slightly more 
than a year old, bas provided 
Jamaica with technical assis 
tance in a number of areas, but 
the political results of the pact 
has had a severe effect on in- 
ternational] relations and could 
prove a decisive factor in coming 
general elections. 

In strictly geographical terms, 
close tles between Kingston and 
Havana appeared natural and 
inevitable. Jamaica, about one- 
tenth as big ag Cuba, Les only 
90 miles from its neighbor. Both 
islands bave sugar as a major 
export and both are prey to the 
same Caribbean climatic vicissi- 
tudes of drought, deluge and 
hurricane. 

Defied OAS Sanctions 


But it was not until 1972 that 
Jamaica, acting in concert with 
its British Commonwealth part- 
ners Guyana, ‘Trinidad and 
Tobago, defied Organization of 
American States sanctions and 
opened full diplomatic ties with 
the government of Premier Fidel 
Castro. 

Despite continuing cordial rela- 
tions between Mr. Casto. and 
Jamaica Prime Minister Michael 
Manley, close cooperation be- 
tween the two governments did 
not begin until Mr, Manley's six- 
day. official visit to Cuba in July, 

75. 

The technical agreement that 
erew out of the trip is admints- 
tered by a mixed commission. 

Besides the “michodams,” a 
Cuban construction brigade is 
currently helping to build 400 
low-income housing units in the 
north coast town of Falmouth. 
The heavy equipment used in the 
puof project will be donated to 
the Jamsican government and 
then is expected to be used to 
build 400 new units each year 
on various parts of the island.

US. Aides Reportedly Helped Korea Lobbyists

SEOUL, Nov. 21 OFyT).—offi- 
cials of the Nixon administration 
mot only failed to curb South 
Korean lobbying activities in the 
United States but also regularly 
provided informal guidance for 
those efforts, according to several 
Korean politicians and U.S. dipio- 
mats here. 

Korean sources also said that 
they bad sought and recelved ad- 
vice from U.S, Embassy and mili- 
tary officials here, and’ from 
Nixon administration aides in 
Washington, on which members 
of Congress and candidates to int- 
vite to Korea and how to handle 
congressmen considered to be 
“problems” for South Korea. 

US. and Korean sources also 
said that United States officials 
here had received reports from 
American companies of efforts by 
the Paxk Ghung Hee government 
to extort money from them for 
doing business in South Korea,

sought informa) guidance from 
economic: counselors at the em- 
bassy on what to do about re- 
quests from Korean officiais for 
“contributions” and kickbacks. It 
could not be learned what advice 
the embassy officials offered or 
whether they made reports of 
such requests to the State De- 
partment in Washington. 

‘Guidance’ Provided 

How highly placed the adminis- 
tration aldes were and the num- 
ber allegedly involved in provid- 
ing the “guidance” could not be 
determined. Several Korean 
sources said that they had re~ 
ceived advice, not through offi- 
celal channels but on an informal, 
“friend-to-friend" basis. 

However, three Korean sources 
who previously lived in Washing- 
ten apd maintain knowledgeable 
US. contacts in Seoul, sald that 
South Korean and U.S. Embassy 
officials here closely coordinated

The Federal Energy Administration now 


Proposes to make the oil companies tell it - 


a.l about their agreements with forelgn gov- 

. ernments, It’s a fine iden—and a genuine 
service that the Ford administration can 
perform in this twilight period when, at last. 
it doesn't have to worry about political reac- 
tions. For the proposal has large implica- 
tions for American oil strategy 

Companies regard their buy-and-seli agree- 

ments as their private affairs. But the oil 
business is fundamentally different from the 
shoe business or the automobile business. 
The international oli companies buy directly 
from governments, and the exporting gov- 
ernments are formed into a tight cartel. 
Some of these governments have repeatedly 
demonstrated their determination to use the 
oll weapon for political purposes; some also 
have large industrial ambitions. The U.S. 
government is. quite reasonably, curious 
about the-nature of the commitments that 
the oll companies are making In order to 
protect their access to OPEC's oii. 

The companies are already required to re- 
port their foreign costs, and prices paid, to 
the FEA. But the companies’ current agree- 
ments with the exporting countries often go 
far beyond simply buying and selling crude 
ol. Some of the companies have, ior 
example, commited themselves to further 
exploration in the OPEC countries. Has any 
of them also agreed to limit its exploration 
elsewhere, as part of the bargain? How far 
have they gone in promising to run their oi 
through refineries in the OPEC countries, 
rather than in Europe or the United States? 
Are there agreements to use the tanker 
fleets that some of the OPEC countries are 
building up? Are any commitments being: 
made regarding the companies’ behavior in 


future economic warfare. like the 1973-74 
Arab embargo against this country and Hol- 
land? ; 

Most of the olf eompanies feel that they 
have kept the U.S. government adequately 
informed of their foreign operations. But 
they may not be the best judges of what's 
adequate. The FEA observes that OPEC 
governments may be writing provisions inte 
these contracts that, taken one by one, seem 
innocuous enough but, taken all together, 


present quite a different aspect. The FEA . 


proposal would require the companies to file 
with it all of their obligatiuns to foreign 
governments—the contracts, the policy state- 
ments, the letters of understanding, every- 
thing. They are documents ta which tne 
U.S. government ought routinely to have 
access. ὁ 

In the postwar years it was the State 
Department that took the initiatives that 
led to massive American investments in the 
Middle Eastern oil fields. . 

Most Americans—when they think at all 
about the political uses of ofl power—con- 
sider it only in terms of the Arab-Israeli 
conflict that produced the last embargo. But 
people {n other parts of the world see far 
wider applications of it. Last August the 
conference of 84 non-a.igned nations τι Sri 
Lanka urged an oil embargo against France 
for selling nuclear reactors to South Africa.

Watershed in Spain 


In demanding that the Franco-created 
Cortes reject: the Spanish government's bi! to 
Te-establish an elected parliament, one of 
the late generalissimo's idolators exclaimed 
that the measure would “dismant.e Franco's 
life work.” At the end of the debate, the 
531-member Cortes voted itself out of exis- 
tence and approved Spain's first parliamen- 
tary elections in 41 years—to take place in 
1977—by the astonishing margin of 425 to 
59, with 13 absentions. 

It was a tremendous victory for Premier 
Adolfo Suarez, plucked from relative obscur- 
ity by King Juan Carlos last summer to re- 
place the Franco holdover, Caries Arias Na- 
varro. And it did more than any previous 
development in the first year of his reign to 
validate Juan Carlos's pledge that he would 
work to restore “authentic liberty” and dem- 
ocratic government to Spain. 

The pili to provide a freely-elected par- 
liament represents a compete break with 
Franco's legislative system, under which two- 
thirds of the Cortes was appointed. The 
vote in fact exposed the rapid disintegration 
85 a political factor of Spain's extreme right, 
which had vowed to riddle the bill with 
crippling amendments or muster enough 
support to prevent its passage by the re- 
quired two-thirds majority 

It is much too early, however, to speak of 
dismantling Franco's life work Spain is still 


encumbered by countless trappings of the 
Caudillo’s authoritarian rule Trade unions 
and some political parties remain illegal, 
police excesses, Inc.uding arbitrary arrests, 
are still commonplace. On these counts, a 
wide spectrum of forces banded together as 
the “Democratic Coordination" are still 
threatening to boycott the referendum next 
month that is necessary to ratify the parlia- 
Mentary reform and insure next year’s 
elections. 

Leaders of the Democratic Coordination 
make a valid point in arguing that Spain's 
route to freedom should be charted with the 
participation of all democratic forces, not 
Issued reluctant:y, step by step, by Francoist 
institutions. But if the government sticks to 
its course with elections before next June 
—and the selection of the more powerful 
lower house by a modified proportional rep- 
resentation that ia fair for minorities—a 
boycott might be extremely unwise. It will 
be the elected parliament that writes Spain's 
post-Franco Constitution. 

In all probability the fate of Francoism 
was sealed by the first article of the bill: 
passed by the reluctant Cortes, which re- 
quires that democracy in Spain be based “in 
the supremacy of the law and the sovereign 
will of the people.’

Good Start in Italy 


Italy’s minority government survived the 
first critical test in Parllament for its eco- 
nomic austerity program because the power- 
ful Communist party abstained instead of 
voting “no.’ Prime Minister Giuiio Andreotti 
had nailed down that imperative abstention 
prior to the forma] debate in ἃ three-hour 
discussion with the Communist leaders and a 
talk with the Communist head of Italy's 
largest trade union confederation. 

It is far from umprecedented for a 
Christian Democratic prime minister to dis- 
cuss major moves in advance with the Com- 
munists; but the consultation has become 
more necessary and more extensive since the 
Communists won 34 per cent of the vote in 
the June election, only four points behind 
the party that has headed every Italian gov- 
ernment since 1945. 

Confronted by 20-per-cent Inflation, 2 for- 
eign debt of $17 billion, soaring imports, a 
shaky lira and dangerously depleted currency 
reserves, Andreottl had no alternative to bm- 
posing austerity measures on a country not 
noted for fiscal or industrial discipline.

West Berliners March to Bar Power Plant 


ERLIN (NYT).—Every Sunday 

for the last six weeks, many 
hundreds of West Berliners have 
marched to Spandau Forest om 
the outskirts of the city to pro- 
test plans to make room for a 
new power plant by cutting 55,000 
trees. 


The battle for the trees 1s just 
one of many skirmishes that have

government agencies and 
city planners who are often more 
concerned with the threat of an 
energy gap and the growth of 
industry than with protecting the 
environment. 
“Before authorities start chop- 
ping down the trees we'll be 


sition to the spread of nuclear 
energy, but also to more mundane 


construction projects that some 
citizens consider harmful or un- 
necessary, has grown into a force- 
ful popular movement all over 
West Germany, frequently slow- 
ing projects or stopping them. 

On Nov. 13 In Brokdorf, near 
Hamburg, policemen using clubs 
and water cannon battled rock- 
throwing demonstrators protest- 
ing the bullding of a nuclear pow- 
er plant. Thousands of people 
from all parts of the country 
walked several hours to avoid 
police roadblocks to reach the 
site. 

In West Berlin alone, more than 
100 action groups and citizens’ 
associations have sprung up in 
the last three vears to fight spe- 
cific projects—an automobile tun- 
nel that would cut through a 
residential area and touch a me- 
dieval church, the widening of 
streets into highways, the tearing 
down of landmarks for high-rise 
office buildings, 

Bome of these projects, like the 
saute tuonel, were abandoned be~- 
cause of the protests. But the 
issue of the power plant is con- 
sidered different. 

“We are going to begin con- 
struction sometime this winter,” 
said Elaus Hatzel, an administra- 
tion spokesman, “because other- 


wise we might have to shut off 
households from electricity by 
1980. Nobody wants chat.” 

West Berlin, an enclave in East 
Germany, is not attached to the 
‘West European power grid. A 
project to get electricity from 
the Russians in return for build- 
ing 2 nuclear power plant at 
Kaliningrad, formerly Koenigs- 
berg, fell through earlier this year 
because of opposition by East 
Germany, whose territory the 
line would have run through. 
Thus the city has to rely on local 
energy production. 

Mr. Hatzel called the protesters 
“nature apostles" who had no in- 
sight into West Berlin's economic 
necessities. But the marchers at 
Spandau felt differentiy. 


“We have more than 20,000

OS ANGELES : NYT).—When 

the wife of Jim Nelson, 
8. 39-year-old electrical con- 
tractor, decided recently chat 
she wanted new draperies for 
their home here, the family got 
the draperies without spending 
a cent. 

Mr, Nelson merely did some 
electrical work for a family 
that was 2 fellow member of 
an organization called Mutual 
Credit Buying System Inc.: 
then he went to a third mem- 
ber of the cooperative, a 
drapery store, and with the or- 
ganization acting as middle 
man in the transaction, traded 
credit for doing the wiring for 
the new draperies. 

“I finished my whole house 
this way: I’ve bought two cars 
and a motorcycle and had 
about $1,000 worth of dental 
work done by trading with 
other people,” he sait_ 

This helps to demonstrate 
why southern Californla has 
become the center of a growing 
—and for some people a disap. 
pointing and controversial— 
industry: organized bartering. 


Clearinghouses 


At ieast six organizations 
such as Mutual Credit Buying 
System have been established 
here to serve, for a fee, as 
clearinghouses between pro- 
fessional people and small busi- 
nessmen who want to trade 
services and products. They 
Operate much like banks; but 
instead of depositing money, 
the members bank their labors, 
products and services 2nd then 
withdraw credits when they 
want to buy something. 


The idea is spreading. Several 
of the trading clubs here are 
setting up branches in other 
states, and at least one is at- 
tempting to sell franchises. But 
the experience here also indi- 
cates that some people who get 
involved in these cooperatives 
may wish that they hedn't. 

Tt is possible in southern 


California to barter for a 
funeral service or to swap your 
labors as a barber or anesthe- 
Slologist for a fresh salmon, 

At least, normally, you can 
barter to have your house 
painted or fumigated, your car 
fixed or your appendix re- 
moved. 

Even some massage parlors 
say that they wlll exchange the 
services they offer for the serv- 
ices others offer. There is a 
professional horse trader who 
says. yes, she will trade horses 
for services offered by the other 
members. 

The largest of the trade 
clubs, Business Exchange. which 
says it has a membership of 
more than 4.700, and Mutual 
Credit Buying System, which 
says it has more than 3.500 
members, use comiputers to keep 
records of how many dollars 
worth of work each member 
has done for other members 
and how many of the dollar 
eredits they have spent. 


Membership Fee 


For handling the trensac- 
tions, the companies charge a 
fee—generally 7 to 9 per cent of 
the value of the item traded. 
There is often also 4 member- 
ship fee—S49.50 in the case af 
Mutual Credit Buying, for ex- 
ample. 

“There's really nothing new 
about it; bartering is the old- 
est form of doing business. 
said Thomas Sk2la, the cha 
man of Mutual Credit Buying, 
whose members, he added. are 
now doing about $12 million 
worth of transactions morthly. 
Some advertising agencies, he 
said, have long traded their 
services for products; some 
Newspapers have traded ad- 
vertising for free hotel rooms 

“But in the pasi, you're oad 
direct trading—a clothing 
maker might have traded three 
ehirts to the farmer for a bush- 
el of corn, What we are doing 
is indirect trading. 

“*A’ doesn’t have to trade 
with B, he can trade with

‘C’ and save up his credits for 
a trade—we call the credits 
‘futures'~atd when he wants 
to get something, he just uses 
the -futures’ he has saved up.” 
Members of occupations 
whose “products” consist pre- 
dominantly of their own labors 
—physicians, dentists, account- 
ants and lawyers, for example 
~—may obtain others’ services 
on a 100-per-cent exchange 
basis—without any cash chang- 
ing hands. But, in ex- 
changes involving raw materials 
or me — carpentry, 
plumbing, a restaurant meal or 
@n appliance—the rules of the 
organizations generally requite 
that a portion of the transac- 
tion be handled in cash—as 
mach as 75-per-cent cash for 
some commodities such 85 
groceries or new cars. 


Dodging Taxes 


According to federal tax 
laws, people who perform a 
service and get paid for it in 
trade-club credits or swap 
something for the service must 
Day taxes 55 if norma) income 
was involved. However, inter- 
views with a number of people 
who belong to such clubs here 
indicate that many do not par 
taxes on their trades. 

Some people like the concept. 
Mr. Neilson, the electrical con- 
tractor, for example, said: “It’s 
really helped me; I get busi- 
ness from people who never 
heard of me before because 
they checked the MCB direc- 
tory; there are some bad apples 
in it, but if you're real careful, 
you can do real good.” 

Some of the other people who 
were interviewed also support- 
ed the concept. But, of 16 
people who were contacted 
from the Mutual Credit Buying 
System membership directory, 
11 emphasized they were un- 
happy with thetr experiences, 
usually because they said they 
had provided services to some- 
one and then found they could 
not spend their “futures” be- 
catise of a variety of reasons. 


Several complained that théy 
had acerned large credits and 
that the only way they could 


spend them was on dublous - 


real estate properties pushed by 
the organisation. 
“Tt was useless for me,” said 


Steven Peterman, who runs a 


repair shop for foreign cars: 
“The salesmon gave me 2-real 
line and got me to join; then 


some guy got $500 worth οἷ᾽ 


work out of me and when 1 
tried to use the ‘futures’ every- 
body I-ealled sald they weren't 
members anynipre.” 


Business Boost 


Dr. Brya Garretson, an op- 
temetrist, said that after he 
joined. “It was a tremendous 
jolt. 1 did $14.000 worth cf 
business in three months; T 
could have done $100,600 within 
O year’s time. The trouble is 
that you have trouble spending 
the ‘futures.’ 

‘When his balance of “futures” 
began crowing, he said, “I was 
offered ali kinds of real estate 
deals that didn't smell right. 
He has stopped exchanging 
service on s 100-per-cent basis 
but will still provide glasses to 
members who pay 75 per cent 
cash. 

Another member, a woman 
who did not want her name 
published because she feared 
criticism would cause her to 
lose $500 in credits accrued by 
her husband, a carpenter, said: 

“We've just had a terrible 
time. When you call people In 
their directory, they won't have 
anything to do with you; or 
when they do, they treat you 
ss if you were not 8 regular 
customer; they raise te price 
far over what you would nor 
mally pay. or they put you off." 

Asked about complaints from 
menibers, Mr. Skala said: “Chis 
is very complex procedure, we 


know it; it’s difficult to get 


people to understand how tt 
works: 95 per cent of our 
problems are with people who 
don't understand it; it's a 
problem of education.”
